After amending the claims as set fottli above, claims 1-4, 6, 9-13, and 15-39 are now 
pending in this application. 

Claim Objections 

hi Section 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner objected to claim 6 because of an 
infomiality relating to the dependency. Claim 6 has been amended to correct the informahty. 

Claim Rejections -U.S.C. 8 1ft2 

In Section 4 of the Office Action, the Examiner rejected claims 1-4, 6, 8-10, 13, 15-16, 
20-26, 28-30, and 35-39 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Schlack et al. 
Applicant has amended independent claims 1. 13, 21, aud 35 to recite that "the program 
comprising a user interface, the user interface having an expansion card indicating area and an 
expansion card content area, the interface enabUng drag and drop functionality to transfer 
expansion card content fiom one card to another card." Applicant directs die Examiner's 
attention to FIG. 2 of AppUcanfs specification which depicts an exemplary embodiment of the 
additionally claimed subject matter. Accordingly, no new matter has been entered. 
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Elirtlier, AppUcant respectfuUy submits that Schlack et al. does not disclose, teach, or 
suggest the program compriaing auch a user mterface as claimed. AppUcant claims such 
fimctionality because of the advantages provided by such a user interface. As AppUcant recited 
"user interface 200 provides a user the ability to simply drag and drop digital files &om one 
storage medium to another. Such simplified file copying enables the ability to manage and 
collaborate and share digital files." See specification 4 [0022], p. 7. Acconlingly, because 
Schlack et al. does not disclose the interfece recited in Applicant's claims, Schlack et al. does not 
cuscioss, teach, or suggest the combination of elements recited in independent claims 1. 13. 21, 
and 35, as amended. Accordingly, Applicant respectfully submits Uiat claims 1-4, 6, 9-13, and 
15-39 are therefore allowable. 

Claim Rejections - 3jt U.S.C. S 101 

InSection6oftheOffice Action, theExaminerrejectedclaims 11-12, 17-19,27,and3l- 
34 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Schlack et al. Applicant respectfully 
submits that because of AppUcant's amendments to the independent claims, which Applicant 
believes places the independent claims in condition for allowance. Applicant does not beUeve 
that the current rejection under 35 US.C. § 103(a) is applicable. 

AppUcant believes that the present appUcation is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfuUy requested.
